Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the hydrophobic material 
containing an acid realeasing agent of Wellinghoff would dramatically increase the rate and amount of chlorine dioxide generated, unlike 
the "sustained realease of chlorine dioxide" as in the claimed invention, this is not persuasive because the argument is not 
commensurated in scope with the claims, Applicants' claims do not require "sustained release" of chlorine dioxide. Moreover, the 
composition of Wellinghoff can be used to achieve a "sustained release of chlorine dioxide" for a week or more (note claims 5-7), thus the 
presense of the hydrophobic material in Wellinghoff would not be excluded by the claimed "consisting essentially of as argued by 
Applicants.. 
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
